The Perfect Pumpkin

ing conte.st in their yard and then they 
use both the pumpkins and innards as 
much for their trees. 

As far as the time required to carve 
320 pumpkins, Kevin and his dad. Bud, 
spent three days from 6 a.m. to 12 mid¬ 
night, carving 300 pumpkins and his 
nephew curved 20. Though it only took 
one day to carve the 200 smaller pump¬ 
kins which were displayed in front, it 
took the other two days to carve the larg¬ 
er, more intricate pumpkins along the 
driveway,'averaging an hour per pump¬ 
kin. Luckily, more help appears to be on 
the way as I witnessed Kevin’s three 
year old sbp,7acob, felt quite comfort¬ 
able drilling hMes into a pumpkin at his 
demon.stration. It is certainly a family af¬ 
fair, involving a lot of teamwork as well 
as fun. And lucky for us, they let the 
public enjoy the fruits of their hardwork 
and artistry as well. 


Seeing the Switzer’s pumpkin display 
on Alegria for the first time this year left 
me in awe. Thus, I decided to attend 
Kevin Switzer’s pumpkin carving dem¬ 
onstration at the Creative Arts Group 
this past Saturday, to see how they do it. 

It was incredible to see Kevin at 
work, though his love for it made it seem 
like play. He gave a lot of insight into 
what is involved.in.creating one of his 
wonderful Jack,-v-;lpnlems. 

His twenty,year’^ oJ^Rumpkin carving 
experience have uug)it)iim a lot. By trail 
and error he has jsjejrfddted his technique 
and exparuled bis.designs. He said “you 
can’t be afraid'tb expiejriment”. Angled 
cuts allow ^ctf.frtore candlelight to come 
through, enhancing tljq'effect. There is 
no law that says pumpkins must be 
carved upright. (Soirje of my favorite 
designs are the ones'hfe carves on the 
nump.k.in.$ sides,) 

I asked Kevin if there was a certain 
pumpkin shape which he considers per¬ 
fect for carving. Thinking he would pre¬ 
fer perfectly rounded pumpkins 1 was 
surprised when he said the more disfig¬ 
ured they are the better. 

His ability to envision what a pump¬ 
kin can become is quite inspiring. Some¬ 
times he creates as he cuts and other 
times he uses one the 40 standard de¬ 
signs he has made and is in the process 
of copyrighting. There is “winker” and 
“lover boy” (his favorite). He considers 
“starry eyes” to be his most difficult de¬ 
sign as it takes between 2-3 hours to 
carve. Most of his large pumpkins take 
an hour to carve. Each year he tries to 
come up with at least one new design. 

In additional to having a great imag¬ 
ination, the tools he uses are key to mak¬ 
ing what he envisions come to life. Up 
until about 4 years ago he used a fruit 
knife to carve. Then he found a serrated 
edge which he had blasted off with a 
plasma cutter. He .says it allows him to 
cut his pumpkins like butter. This tool 
lasts three years as he Just had to get new 
ones made for this Halloween. His oth¬ 
er tools are his secrets (in the process of 
being patented). 

Lighting is also crucial. Kevin uses 
plumbers candles which he gets at Ar¬ 
nold’s Hardware in town, for the large 
pumpkins. Tea light candles are used for 
the smaller pumpkins. It took 45 minutes 
alone to light the 320 pumpkins which 
were displayed this year. After three 
hours they all had to be replaced again 
to last the night. 

To simulate candlelight while he is 
carving, Kevin places a lighted lightbulb 
inside the pumpkin. Sometimes he 
doesn’t hollow out the pumpkin before 
carving as he uses the innards as “foam”, 
pulling it through teeth on his “mean” 
pumpkins. Bandages of duct tape are 
used on soft spots to preserve pumpkins 
on the verge of rotting. Recently he has 
become interested in creating “day” 
pumpkins which are not hollowed out. 
They last from 5-7 weeks and are sculpt¬ 
ed with ceramic tools. He had one on 
display. Hollowed pumpkins are consid¬ 
ered “night” pumpkins. 

And what does he do with the pump¬ 
kins and innards when it is all over? First 
he and his dad have a pumpkin throw-

anything you can think of’ 
to the camps and 270 cab¬ 
ins on government land. 

In early adulthood (or 
late childhood), Heasley 
did something he’s only 
done one other time since; 
He left Sierra Madre. He 
headed out for the east 
coast, settling near Pitts¬ 
burgh, where he stayed for 
a year and a half and 
worked in a mill. What 
brought Jim back to Sier¬ 
ra Madre? The weather! 
Says Jim, “When my cof¬ 
fee started freezing in my 
dinner bucket, I figured it 


was time to go home.” 

He went to work at the 
Shell station on Baldwin 
and Montecito, then made 
a few key changes in his 
life in the late 30’s. First, 
he joined the Fire Depart¬ 
ment in 1937, following in 
the footsteps of his father, 
who would go on to be¬ 
come Sierra Madre Fire 
Chief for 15 years. In 
1938, Heasley got married. 
“Everybody kidded me 
that it wouldn’t last,” says 
Heasley. Perhaps his 
friends had the image of 
the pack-trail independent 


kid, unable or unwilling to 
settle down. Jim had the 
last laugh there, too. Next 
year, he and wife Barbara 
will celebrate their 60th 
wedding anniversary. 

In 1939, Heasley took 
over the Union station 
(now Unocal) on Baldwin, 
which he would sell in 
1942, to start working as a 
truck driver. In 1943, he 
left Sierra Madre for the 
second and final time, to 
serve his country in World 
War 2, in the Navy. “We 
were attached to the Ma¬ 
rine Corps, working the 


beaches of Siapan, Titian, 
and Okinawa." After the 
war ended, Heasley re¬ 
turned to Sierra Madre, 
and to driving that truck, 
which he did into the 70’s. 
“It all tied in,” Heasley re¬ 
members, ‘Transportation 
was a part of almost all of 
my life, from the mules to 
the trucks.” 

When asked if he has 
anything to add to his sto¬ 
ry, Jim muses, “1 really 
never thought I’d get my 
picture in the paper so 
many times for punching 
mules.” You earned it, 
Jim.

The Arcadia Police Dept, responded to 533 
calls for service of which 126 required formal in¬ 
vestigations from Wednesday, Nov. 5, to Nov. 
11. The following is a summary report of the 
major incidents handled by the Department dur¬ 
ing the period. 

Thursday, November 6: 

1. At 10:52 p.m., an employee from a dry 
cleaner reported that she found hypodermic 
needles in a customer’s jacket Her finger was 
also pricked by one of the needles when she was 
searching through the pockets. Officers were 
unable to contact the male customer to determine 
whether there was a valid reason for possession 
of the needles or if he was in violation of unlaw¬ 
ful possession. 

2. Around 2:58 p.m., units were dispatched 
to 120 Alta regarding a traffic accident. An Ar¬ 
cadia Dail-A-Ride van was involved in an acci¬ 
dent with a bicyclist, the 13 year old bicyclist told 
officers that he rode into the street at a high rate 
of speed without checking for oncoming traffic. 
The juvenile saw the van stop, and he attempted 
to stop by laying down the bike in a locked wheel 
skid. His rear tire made minor contact with the 
van’s tire. The juvenile did not sustain any inju¬ 
ries and there was no damage to the bike. 

Saturday, November 8: 

3. Officers responded to the 1000 block of 
South Mayflower at 1:34 p.m. to investigate shots 
fired in a backyard. Dispatch received several 
calls from reporting parties regarding the inci¬ 
dent. Officers secured and contained the area, and 
Monrovia Police and Pasadena Police Air Unit 
were requested to assist. All subjects were or¬ 
dered out of the house and detained for officer 
safety. A search was conducted and no firearms 
were found. Officers did locate a BB gun and a 
bag of illegal fireworks. Investigation is continu¬ 
ing in this case. 

4. About 7:27 p.m., units were sent to the 
1300 block of Lovell regarding a traffic collision. 
A 16 year old male driver lost control of his par¬ 
ents’ car and collided with the front of a resi¬ 
dence. The unlicensed juvenile was arrested and 
later released to a family friend. No one was in¬ 
jured during the accident. 

Sunday, November 9: 

5 Units responded to 122 White Oak at 
9:59 a.m., regarding a structure fire. Residents 
were escorted out of the home safely, and offic¬ 
ers assisted at the location for several hours pro¬ 
viding traffic control. 

6. Officers were dispatched to Domenico’s, 
251 North Santa Anita at 11:55 p.m. regarding a 
fight in progress. Investigation revealed that the 
victim and suspects were engaged in an argument 
that escalated into a punching match. The vic¬ 
tim sustained a contusion to the side of his head, 
and two male Hispanic suspects were arrested for 
battery. 

7. Detectives arrested a female suspect on 
suspicion of elder abuse and grand theft. The sus¬ 
pect was a live-in housekeeper who tricked the 
92 year old woman in her care into cashing pen¬ 
sion checks. The case was reported to the police 
by one of the victim’s sons. 

Tuesday, November 11: 

8. At 2:07 a.m., a 26 year old male Cauca¬ 
sian was detained at Fama and Live Oak and a 
drug influence evaluation was conducted. Based 
on test results, the suspect was arrested for being 
under the influence of a controlled substance. 

Additional Information: 

On Thursday, November 6th, the 
Department’s S.W.A.T. Team and AMH staff 
conducted a joint training as part of the Los An¬ 
geles County Disaster Drill. During the scenario, 
AMH advised County that they could not assist 
in the earthquake because a suspect had taken 
seven hostages in their emergency room. 

The S.W.A.T. Team and Crisis Negotiators’ 
were deployed. Hostages were released at vari¬ 
ous stages during the exercise with the suspect 
finally surrendering after several hours. The 
training exercise was very successful it was {xro- 
claimed as the best County Drill ever by AMH.

Tuesday, November 11, was Veterans Day, which has 
many veterans nationwide remembering their military 
experiences. Some have medals, some have photo¬ 
graphs. Some have newspaper clippings, or ID tags. 
Everyone has a different momento of time served. Ar¬ 
cadia Councilwoman Mary Young has a special re¬ 
minder of one of her favorite aspects of military life: 
Husband Dick Young, whom she met while .serving as 
a Naval WAVs officer, and is still apart of her life, more 
than 50 years later. 

Councilwoman Young was living in Illinois when 
World War 2 broke out, and as she puts it, “This coun¬ 
try was quite different then. Everybody was doing .some¬ 
thing. It was an all-out effort.” One of those ‘somethings’ 
was factory work, something Young wasn’t particularly 
keen on, and she knew that she had the talent to do more, 
so instead, she enlisted and scored high enough on the 
same test given to male officers to beeome commis¬ 
sioned as an officer, and sent to Coding and Cryptogra¬ 
phy School, and Mt. Holyoke College. She received her 
Officer’s training at Smith College. “In those days, 
women were not sent overseas, so they didn’t give us the 
training on the big guns, but aside from that, it was the 
same as the male officers' training,” recalls Young. 

She was .sent to the Naval District Coding Board, 
where all messages came to be either encoded or de¬ 
coded, depending on where they were going, and that’s 
where she served her military term. During those two 
year.s, she met Dick Young, a Berkeley graduate who 
was in Naval ROTC training in college, and was called 
into service in June, 1941, six months before the bomb¬ 
ing of Pearl Harbor. Dick was assigned to a destroyer 
based out of San Diego, where they met, and in April of 
1945, they were married. 

Though the Youngs lived in Illinois briefly follow¬ 
ing the war, when Dick, a native Californian, got a job 
offer in his home state, “Rather than face tho.se winters 
anymore,” he took it. It was 1950 when the Youngs came 
to Arcadia, where they’ve been ever since. She remem¬ 
bers, ‘There was a house on about every fifth lot at that 
time. Lots of wide-open spaces.” Though she is no 
longer decoding secret messages for the military, Mary 
Young has found other ways to serve her City. 

Mary Young has been on the City Council since 1984. 
She volunteers at the Senior Center, and is a Past Presi¬ 
dent of the Assistance League. She is a Life Member of 
the Methodist Hospital Auxilliary, and is on the Hospi¬ 
tal Foundation Board of Directors. She is on an advisory 
committee for the Claremont School of Theology. She 
is also on the Board of Directors of Creative Arts Group 
in Sierra Madre, and over the years, has served on a 
number of other community groups. 

You can take the woman out of the Service, but you 
can’t take the service out of the woman. Happy Veter¬ 
ans Day, Mary Young!

The Arcadia Apaches hit the Glendale Dynamiters 
hard and often Friday night, rolling to a 57-8 victory to 
run their record to 7-2, 3-1 in Pacific League play. 

The victory included the most impressive 12 minutes 
in recent GIF history, a second quarter in which the 
Apaches racked up an astonishing 37 points on five 
touchdowns and a safety. The efficient Richard Searing 
connected on nine of 15 pas.ses for 146 yards and three 
touchdowns, while not being intercepted.

Shawver, a Captain for the 
Arcadia Fire Department, 
says that three meetings 
have been held for depart¬ 
ment heads, mostly to 
identify spots where work 
was needed, as well as re¬ 
sources the City has, 
where those resources can 
best be put to use, and how 
they can get there. Press 
releases have also been 
drawn up to educate the 
public on El Nino and the 
ways in which the public 
can help themselves, and 
joint meetings have been 
held with Monrovia and 
Sierra Madre. 


Things residents can do 
to help themselves include 
cleaning rain gutters and 
repairing roofs while it’s 
still dry, purchasing sand¬ 
bags and tarps, filling your 
gas tank in the event of 
flood evacuation, teaching 
your children how to dial 
911, reviewing your insur¬ 
ance policies with respect 
to flooding, planning for 
pets, and most important¬ 
ly, using common sense. 
Also, in the event of flood¬ 
ing, do not drive around 
barricades. They are put up 
for your safety. 

The bottom line, ac¬ 
cording to Lewis, is to 
keep the water flowing 
downhill. “If we can do 
that, we should avoid the 
worst of it.” 
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
